every thing that is juft, That there fhall be no Breach or Mifunderftanding — 
for the future, but that the Tribes round about us might approve of every 
thing we do, it was further mentioned in theTreaty,that if any of theTribes 
fhould rife or break up what was therein Agreed on, or lift up the Hatcher, 
we fhall all joyn in Supprefling them, and fo we now Agree. We haye

slo in our Proceedings, that none fhould break in upon our Proceedings, 
ave fhould be very forry if any thing fhonld happen amifs as to 
what we have done, We are not knowing that any are defign’d or 
dntend to break our Treaty, but we are very tho’tful and Concern’d thac 
mone fnall do it.. We infift upon the removal of thofe two Houfes which was. 
mentioned laft Winter, we again make mention of them now, and if they 
were removed there would be no Difficulty among theTribes. We can't find 
any Record in our Memory, nor inthe Memory of Our Grand-Fathers that 
the Penob/cutt Tribe have Sold any Land, As tothe Deeds mentioned lalt 
Winter, made by Medoccewanda and Sbeepfcut Fobn, they were not Penobfenrt 
Indians, one belonging. ro. Mechias, Medockewondo, the other towards Baflon, If 
we could ftad in reality that the Lands were Parchafed*of the right Owners, 
we fhould not have infifted upon ir, nor have opened our Mouths, we would -

Governour Acquainted them that he had received their Let- q 
ter, and fent an Anfwer to it, and then recited the Contents of the Letter, ~ 
and alfo His Anfwer to it, both of which were afrerwards produced and — 
{hewn to the Indians, and thea acquainted the Indians that he had en- 
deavoured by Examination and other Means to make out fome Proof againft 
the Frenchman mentioned in the Letter, and now under Confinemenr, bue 
Could find none, yet he kept the faid Frenchman a Prifoner at the Cafile, 
Where he remained at our coming away from Boffon. And upon the Indiays 
defire that Juftice might be done‘on him, it. was anfwer’d by the Lieut. 
Governour, That His Majefty King GEORGE, by His Laws did not allew 
His Governours to meddle with Matters our of their own Provinces, but that 
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all fuch Fa&ts muft be Tryed in the Governments wherein they were Com- 
mitted, and this being faid to be done, not in our Government, butin that _ 
of Annapolis, the Lieut. Governour {aid he would fend the Frenchman back 
thither, where they might Profecute him, and that they would have a good
